The larg est 
irrig atio n and im provem ent undertak ­ 
ing in the M ississippi valley has been 
com pleted, and if it proves snccessfnl 
th ere aro hopes for clim atic chang es 
th a t w ill l>e of even m ore valne than 
th e land w atering to be accomplished. 
A g reat basin has been m ade ready for 
th e w aters th a t com e dow n from the 
nio nntains in the erratic A rkansas, and 
w hen filled tbe lake w ill support sail 
vessels w here th e p rairie schooner has 
been traveling and w ill afford a g reat 
g ath ering place for w aterfow ls in th eir 
■em iannnal m ig rations. 
F or y ears th e farm ers along the 
course of the upper A rkansas have been 
nsing th e w ater of th e stream for irri­ 
g ation. Indeed they have used it ag ain 
and ag ain, for th e w a te r seeped back 
to tb e underflow and w as never kept 
from th e river long a t a tim e. 
8 0 m any 
w ere the users of th e w ater th a t the 
stream is drained before it reaches the 
farm s in central and southern Kansas. 
T he people of K ansas th reaten to bring 
s u it ag ainst those of Colorado to secure 
g share of the w ater, but th e outcom e 
of such a plan is problem atical. A t sea­ 
sons of th e y ear w hen tb e sun has 
m elted the snow s on the m ountains the 
broad bed of the river, across w hich a 
w om an 
m ig h t w alk a t other tim es 
w ith o ut w etting the soles of her feet, 
becomes tb e course of a torrent. S tudy ­ 
ing th e config uration of th e land along 
th e river in its low er course, th e en­ 
g ineers found th a t th ere m ig ht be built 
a ditch to carry off th e surplus w ater 
and utilize it in benefiting the people 
of th e eastern p a rt of the state.

i t It is th e bed of an ancient lake, and 
on its surface have g row n for hundreds 
cf y ears the g rasses of p rairie sloug hs. 
C hey enne bottom s it is called, and 
th ere is a story th a t once it was the 
g ath ering place of th e Chey ennes b£ the 
territo ry . H ere they lig hted th eir conn- 
cil fires and practiced th eir incanta­ 
tions.

G eneral Greely. chief sig nal officer of 
tbe arm y, has received from L ieutenant 
Colonel R. E. Thompson, chief sig nal 
officer at Manila, a report under date 
of March 4 of the operations of the sig ­

l corps in the cam paig n ag ainst the 
f ilipino insurg ents, from the outbreak 
of hostilities down to th e tim e th e re­ 
port was made. T he report says; 
“ As previously indicated, the situa ­ 
tion* at the beg inning of F ebruary was 
practically th a t of hostile arm ies in 
contact; our men chafing a t th e re- 
itraint; the insurg ents believing us 
held back by fear alone—each eag er to 
g et at the other. 
In anticipation of 
trouble, a company of sig nalm en was 
a fihig ned to each division of the army, 
the commanding officer of the F irst 
company reporting to G eneral Anderson 
with cha rg e of lines south of the Pasig 
a nd with instructions to m ain tain com- 
mniiica tio ns as troops advanced; the 
Eig hteenth company reporting to G en­ 
eral MacArthur, w ith sim ilar orders for 
the m aintenance of com m unications 
north of the river. 
“Several of our outposts, notably 
those of the Nebraska, M ontana, P enn­ 
sylvania and Colorado reg im ents, had 
been pushed so far to the front as to 
sug g est trouble to w ires in case of an 
attack. 
A few rockets were therefore 
placed at each and a code prearrang ed. 
The positions assig ned the various com­ 
mands in case of action were such as to 
encompass the city w ith a line of bat­ 
tle, the flanks of which rested on the 
bay. 
At each flank a flag station was 
established for com m unication w ith the 
ships of the navy, anchored offshore in 
position to enfilade an attackin g enemy. 
“ Onr relations w ith the Filipinos 
were so strained and th eir hostility so 
apparent that on several occasions the 
call to arniH had been sounded, and at 
these times the rapid assembling of the 
army in position 
had the practical 
effect of developing shortcom ing s and 
perfecting preparations, so th a t when 
the outbreak actually occurred every­ 
thing moved w ithout friction and w ith ­ 
out mishap, save to the teleg raph. 
O r­ 
ders had been issued, enjoining upon 
g uards and patrols th a t tam pering w ith 
teleg raph lines be not perm itted. In the 
darkness of the nig ht, however, the 
long stretches advanced to outposts— 
especially those throug h thickly settled 
native district.s— w'ere a t the m ercy of 
the hostile element, despite the most 
constant watchfulness, and as soon as 
firing beg an the exterior lines north of 
the Pasig went down a t once. 
It was 
most comforting , however, to see rock­ 
ets almost im m ediately announcing dis­ 
rupted circuit, attac k and ability to 
withstand, from each of th e threatened 
positions. 
“On the nig ht of the 4th, at about 
8 :8 0 o’clock, rifle shots were heard from 
the direction of S an ta Mesa, a suburb 
eastward of the tow n held by the First 
Nebraska. The firing soon g rew to such 
proportions as to leave no doubt of its 
meaning , and shortly dispatches came 
m stating that the affair beg an by our 
patrol halting an insurg ent, who re­ 
fused to obey; th a t a shot was then 
fired at him, but w ith o ut re turn in g the 
ebot be w’ent back to his blockhouse, 
from which point the insurg ent g uard 
fired at random in the direction of our 
patrol, who returned the fire. 
A n um ­ 
ber of scattering shots on both sides 
then followed. The N ebraskans at once 
turned out, and it was not long before 
the action became g eneral. 
“ On the 5 th our troops took the in ­ 
itiative and, advancing in « 11 direc­ 
tions, ran the battle line flush w ith the 
farthest outpost and in m any instances 
passing beyond the outer teleg raph sta­ 
tion, 80 th at it became necessary to 
carry forward the wires.

ton. through which a tow of boats, con­ 
taining part of the Tennessee regiment, 
was landed. 
A .signal station was soon 
established within the fort, opening up 
communication with 
the ships and

operation out to the line of the burning 
buildings. 
The town was soon cleared 
of insurgents, and the troops advanced 
to the Jaro and Molo bridges. 
“ In the construction of telegraph 
lines through the burning district the 
men suffered greatly from the smoke 
and heat and occasionally received a 
scattering fire 
The signal party sent 
with the force to capture Jaro worked 
in the midst of a sharp action. 
Later 
the office of the captain of the port was 
put into communication with the navy 
The provost marshal’s office, Iloilo, the 
Eighteenth infantry at Jaro. General 
Miller’s headquarters at the junction of 
Jaro and Molo roads, and the head­ 
quarters of the Tennessee regiment at 
Mole bridge were in telegraphic com­ 
munication, the offices being operated 
day and night in consequence of the 
unsettled condition. 
“ A most interesting series of photo­

BRICK WORK STARTED 


On the New Pottery Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


STOCK TAKING AT SEWER WORKS 


C om pleted Yesterday M orning—T he Firm 
O ut o f Many Nl/.es—R eplacing th e Gable 
at th e Fire S tation—Q uarterly C onfer­ 


en ce at th e Second M. E. Church. 


The brick work on the new pottery 
being erected by the Laughlin China 
company 
was commenced yesterday 
afternoon. Not many bricks were laid, 
bn! this morning a larger force of 
men were placed on the work, and 
much progress was made during the 
day. Contractor Gamble, in speaking of 
the work, said: 
“We have placed orders for 1,500,000 
brick, and these will be consumed in 
constructing the walls, kilns and laying 
brick floors. 
We expect to have our 
part of the work completed by the mid­ 
dle of August and ware will be placed 
in the kilns not later than Sept. 15. The 
glost kilns are the same as in use at the 
other potteries, being 15.6 feet in di­ 
ameter, and have a down drafter. The 
latter is a patent kiln and is now in use 
at the Laughlin pottery on the river.” 
The foundation for the plant will be 
completed within a few weeks. The 
masons are now working on the founda­ 
tion of what will be known later as the 
warehouse. 
The bricklayers who are 
now employed at the new Salem pottery 
will be put to work at the plant in East 
End. 


T hrough T ak in g Stock. 
The work of taking stock at the 
Knowles, Taylor & Anderson sewer 
pipe works was completed yesterday 
morning. The work was in the hands 
of Jess Wright and Isaiah Tice. The 
men found the stock very low, and the 
plant at the present time is out of about 
15 different sizes. As pipe is being 
shipped every day, the stock is running 
very low, and within a short time the 
yards will be empty. 
When the plant 
is put in operation a steady run is an­ 
ticipated.

He read an extract from an 
act of congress passed March 3, 1890, 
which prohibited the depositing of gar- 
tape in th e river or on the banks of any 
navigable streams, the only exception 
being in favor of sewers. 
A penalty of 
$500 to 12,500 is imposed for violation of 
the act. The mayor said he was exceed­ 
ingly anxious to see some action taken 
in regard to the m atter, as he didn’t 
want any penalty for this city. 
Mr H aines opened the discussion by 
asking Clerk Bursner to read the copies 
of ordinances he had against spitting in 
streetcars. The clerk read the Boston

T he Pittsburg ordinance makes 
it unlaw ful to expectorate in public con­ 
veyances.

W illiam W agner, for six 
months 
artificer of Company B, Tenth U nited 
States infantry, stationed in the city of 
H avana, was in the city yesterday, 
arriving in the m orning and returning 
to Pittsburg at 4 :05 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
Mr. W agner was seen dur­ 
ing the afternoon and in speaking of the 
regim ent and its work in H avana sa id : 
“ A soldier’s life in Cuba at present is 
one th at is hard to describe. 
The regi 
m ent in which I was a m em ber has been 
doing police and guard duty in Havana 
for several months. I was honorably dis 
charged from the service the first of the 
m onth,” and after showing the papers 
to a reporter continued, “ a soldier’s 
life while doing police duty is a danger­ 
ous one. 
The streets are very narrow, 
and the main street of H avana is a 
dandy, 40 feet wide. 
The sidewalks be 
ing narrow , about a yard or so wide, the 
soldier is ofttim es assaulted by a Cuban 
hid in windows. 
These windows are 
barred, and a knife can be stuck in a 
passing policeman at any tim e aud no 
one would know who did it. 
The 
Cubans are a bad set of people while 
the educated Spaniard will treat you 
w ith the greatest of courtesy at any and 
all times. 
W hile I was w ith the regi­ 
m ent we had plenty of embalmed beef, 
and should I return to the city which I 
expect to w ithin a short tim e, I will 
bring a can of it w ith m e.”

of B a ttle Action on t h e Sick. 


General Greely, ch ief signal officer of 
the army, has received from Lieutenant 
Colonel R- E. Thompson, chief signal 
officer at Manila, a report under date 
of March 4 of the operations of the sig- 


iial corps in the cam paign against the 
Filipino insurgents, from the outbreak 
of hostilities down to the tim e the re­ 
port was made. The report says: 
“As previously indicated, the situ a­ 
tion at the beginning of February was 
practically that of hostile arm ies in 
contact; our men chafing at the re­ 
p a i n t ; the insurgents 
believing us 
held back by fear alone—each eager to 
get at the other. 
In anticipation of 
trouble, a company of signalm en was 
assigned to each division of the army, 
the c o m m a n d in g officer of the First 
company reporting to General Anderson 
with charge of lin e s eolith o f the Pasig 
and with in stru ctio n s to m a in ta in com ­ 
munications as troope advanced; the 
Eighteenth co m p a n y reporting to G en­ 
eral MacArthur, w ith sim ilar orders for 
the m ainten an ce of com m unications 
north of the river. 
“Several of our outposts, notably 
those of the Nebraska, Montana, Penn­ 
sylvania and Colorado regim ents, had 
been pushed so far to the front as to 
suggest trouble to w ires in case of an 
attack. 
A few rockets were therefore 
placed at each and a code prearranged. 
The positions assigned the various com ­ 
mands in case of action were such as to 
encompass the city w ith a line of bat­ 
tle, the flanks of which rested on the 
bay. 
At each flank a flag station was 
established for com m unication w ith the 
ships of the navy, anchored offshore in 
position to enfilade an attacking enemy. 
“Our relations w ith the Filipinos 
were so strained and their hostility so 
apparent that on several occasions the 
call to arms had been sounded, and at 
these times the rapid assem bling of the 
army 
in position 
had the practical 
effect of developing shortcom ings and 
perfecting preparations, so that when 
the outbreak actually occurred every­ 
thing moved w ithout friction and w ith ­ 
out mishap, save to the telegraph. 
Or­ 
ders had been issued, enjoining upon 
guards and patrols that tam pering w ith 
telegraph lines be not permitted. In the 
darkness of the night, however, the 
long stretches advanced to outposts— 
especially those through thickly settled 
native districts— were at the mercy of 
the hostile element, despite the most 
constant watchfulness, and as soon as 
firing began the exterior lines north of 
the Pasig went down at once. 
It was 
most comforting, however, to see rock­ 
ets almost im m ediately announcing d is­ 
rupted circuit, attack and ability to 
withstand, from each of the threatened 
positions. 
“On the night of the 4th, at abont 
8:80 o’clock, rifle shots were heard from 
the direction of Santa Mesa, a suburb 
eastward of the tow n held by the First 
Nebraska. The firing soon grew to such 
proportions as to leave no doubt of its 
meaning, and shortly dispatches cam e 
in stating that the affair began by our 
patrol halting an insurgent, who re­ 
fused to obey; that a shot was then 
fired at him, but w ithout returning the 
*hot be went back to his blockhouse, 
from which point the insurgent guard 
fired at random in the direction of our 
patrol, who returned the fire. 
A num ­ 
ber of scattering shots on both sides 
then followed. The Nebraskans at once 
turned out, and it was not long before 
the action became general. 
"Dn the 5th our troops took the in ­ 
itiative and, advancing in all direc­ 
tions, ran the battle line flush w ith the 
farthest outpost and in m any instances 
passing beyond the outer telegraph sta­ 
tion, so that it became necessary to 
carry forward the w iles. 
This part of 
the work w as executed w ith celerity, 
and at all tim es after the first disheart­ 
ening breakdown it was possible for 
different commanders to transmit 
ahu receive instructions w ith speed and 
'flinty, aud the increase in the use 
n 
the w ire due to field operations may 
somewhat jud ged from the fact that

siderable w ire) a telegraph office set up 
«t the extrem e front was ready within 
a few m inutes after the forward move­ 
ment had ceased, and the division 


immediately after their 


com ­ 
mander announced his success and the 
results almost 
achievement. 
“ During the burning of the northern 
part of the town and the invasion of 
lond o on the 28d, a field officer was cut 
in the heart of the blazing district al­ 
most as soon as operations for expelling 
the insurgents had become effective. It 
is possible to reach any command, de­ 
pot, outpost or individual of the army 
from 20 different telegraph offices, the 
only 
delay being consequent on the 
great volum e of business and the neces­ 
sity for precedence in order of impor­ 
tance. 
The greatest credit is due the 
signal officers and men, who have made 
tiffs extensive telegraph system so per­ 
fect that, in case of engagements at any 
part of the long line of battle, com­ 
manders co-operate w ith certainty, sur­ 
geons receive prompt information and 
have their ambulance almost im m edi­ 
ately on the ground, and the supply de­ 
partments send their transportation, 
amm unition, rations, etc., where re­ 
quired, w ithout the least delay. 
“ To Captain Russel is due the great­ 
est credit for the operations on the 
north, the front of the line of battle of 
which he was to keep him self and com­ 
manders informed being som ething over 
ten miles in length. 
It is not unlikely 
that personally he finds most satisfac­ 
tion in the rough, dangerous work per­ 
formed by himself, officers and men un­ 
der the heavy fire of the 5th or during 
the advance on Caloocan, but it is prob­ 
able that the commander whose division 
he served would award equal credit for 
the success of his service with the fleet, 
with the parties advancing to capture 
the waterworks, and for his general ef­ 
ficiency in anticipating needs and im ­ 
provising means under the trying con­ 
ditions of lack of men and suitable ma­ 
terial for so great a field of operations. 
So also w ith Lieutenant Charles E. K il­ 
bourne, Jr., in charge of com munica­ 
tions for Anderson’e division. 
To his 
credit falls the performance of one of 
the most conspicuous and telling acts of 
that hot day, the Sth, when, under fire 
at short range of a body of insurgents 
ensconced in Paco church, and in the 
line of fire of our own infantry, he per­ 
sonally effected the repair of an impor­ 
tant wire. 
“ Lieutenant F. II. Bailey gave ample 
evidence of thoroughness aud reliability 
in bis extensive line work from Santa 
Mesa to the Deposits, and thence to the 
pumping station, and in fearlessly con­ 
necting np blockhouses and advance 
points. Lieutenant Charles H. Gordon’s 
excellent work on the shore iii m ain­ 
taining com m unication w ith the navy, 
though cut off with his party and under 
fire off and on for 86 hours, is another 
instance of devotion to duty and its in ­ 
telligent performance. 
“ Tlie peculiar effect of battle action 
on the sick is a remarkable feature of 
the outbreak. 
N otw ithstanding 
the 
large number of wounded added to the 
list, the number of patients rem aining 
in hospital at the end of the first day s 
fighting was less than at the beginning 
Four of the signal officers had long been 
prostrated by typhoid fever, and their 
convalescence had been exasperating^ 
slow. 
The strongest of these, Lieuten­ 
ant A. J. Rudd, reported for duty at 
once, but was not permitted im m edi­ 
ately to take the field, though intrusted 
with charge of the central station. 
A 
chance to participate in the capture of 
Caloocan, however, set him 
up and 
made a well man of him immediately, 
and, the opportunity being given, he 
ran the wire to the front over the open 
line of railway under continuous fire 
from start to finish, and so beneficial 
has been the result of intense action 
that he has been continuously on duty 
ever since, most of the tim e at the im- 
mediate front. 
“ Captain E. A. McKenna, convales­ 
cing at the Ccrregidor hoapital, heard 
of the fighting at Manila and came at 
once and, though still apparently unfit 
for duty, took command of his company 
on the 11th and has added to his already 
exceedingly bright record by the most 
efficient service in skirmishes, engage­ 
ments and advances that have since 
fallen to the share of the First division. 
He, too, has been made well. 
Though 
it seemed hardly prudent that Captain 
Philip J Perkins should be allowed to 
leave the hospital so soon, he has not 
been 
content 
until 
assigned duties 
within his strength and is now in the 
m idst of organizing and equipping the 
new signal company recently authorized 
since the tremendous expansion of bual 
ness has developed the inadequacy of 
the present force. 
“ The following have rendered espe­ 
cially 
conspicuous service: Sergeant 
Thomas A. McKinistry, Corporals W il­ 
liam F. Scboeneman and Fred Shalds, 
and first class Private Tracy E. Inman, 
in repairing lines under heavy fire, Mud 
Sergeant Daniel Hopkins for similar 
work through a burning village; Cor­ 
poral 
Fred 
Celiem ia o, 
in 
carrying 
wounded from the field under fire; Her 
geants Emmet R. Jones aud W illiam 
W. Howser, Corporal Fritz AL Biebel 
and first class Private Allen B. Forman, 
in m aintaining signal! w ith the nav y 
from Fort Malate while eompeUed to 
stand on the ramparts under fire, How- 
aer and Biebel also marking the ad 
Vance of the line with flags during a 
charge; Sergeants Paul O. 
Paulson, 
David T. Flannery and Ar ti* Of A* Alex­ 


ander and Private A lien ikirny, tor ex­ 
cellence of their .service in signaling 
underfire at Caloocan; Sergeant A u­ 
gustus N. Maxliner and first class Pri­ 
vates John K. Weir and Clarence J 
Prendergast. for long and trying service 
under fire at outposts, and first class 
Private Herschel B. Young, for carry­ 
ing an important dispatch to block­ 
house in face of a heavy fire. 
“ The order for the Iloilo command 
to make a landing was received the 
morning of the lith . 
Information of 
the intention and an ultim atum were 
sent to the insurgents at 8:30 p. u:., 
giving them tim e to withdraw or sur­ 
render. 
On the morning of the 12th, 
instead of withdraw ing as expected, 
they began throwing up intrench men ta. 
A couple of warning shots from the 
Petrel brought a return fire, to which 
the Petrel and Boston replied, directing 
everything against the fort. Im m ediate­ 
ly the town was set afire by the insur­ 
gents, and the flames spread rapidly over 
the south end. 
The detachm ent under 
Captain Tilly aboard the Newport then, 
in accordance with 
instructions, d i­ 
rected the disembarking of troops from 
the Arizona and Bt. Paul by signals 
and also worked with the cruiser Bos­ 
ton. through which a tow of boats, con­ 
taining part of the Tennessee regiment, 
was landed. 
A signal station was soon 
established w ithin the fort, opening up 
communication 
with 
the ships and 
transports and the telegraph put in 
operation out to the line of the burning 
buildings. 
The town was soon cleared 
of insurgents, and the ti (Hips advanced 
to the Jaro and Molo bridges. 
“ In tile construction of telegraph 
lines through the burning district the 
men suffered greatly from the smoke 
and heat and occasionally received a 
scattering fire 
The signal party sent 
with the force to capture Jaro worked 
in the midst of a sharp action. 
Later 
the office of the captain of the port was 
put into com m unication w ith the navy 
The provost marshal’s office, Iloilo, the 
Eighteenth infantry at Jaro. General 
Miller's headquarters at the junction of 
Jaro and Molo roads, and the head­ 
quarters of the Tennessee regim ent at 
Aledo bridge were in telegraphic com­ 
munication, the offices being operated 
day and night in consequence of the 
unsettled condition. 
“ A most interesting series of photo­ 
graphs has been taken during action 
The work has been executed under the 
personal supervision of Captain George 
E. Lawrence, many of the pictures rep­ 
resenting actual battle scenes, to secure 
which has necessitated the exposure of 
Lawrence to sharp fire repeatedly. The 
prints and original negatives are al­ 
ready sent to W ashington. 
“ Just before the outbreak it had be­ 
come evident 
that the Cavite cable 
would not last much longer. 
The Ala­ 
l i a reach, consisting of light insulated j 
wire, had become so weak that just 
after the opening of hostilities, while 
buoying the joint, it gave way 
The 
old cable was grappled and the new 
pieces spliced in and laid with such ex­ 
pedition that the interruption of com 
inunicatioii with Cavite was hardly 
noticeable. Much credit is due to Lieu­ 
tenant Edward E. Kelly for his manage 
nient of the technical part cf the work 
The cable is laid sufficiently inshore to 
avoid the anchorage of heavy craft, but 
in sufficient depth to insnre against 
probability of interference by insur 
gents."— New York Hun.
